IN MEMORIAM. 


The iste Jestah Brigham; & tenctable | 


and worthy cltizen of Quintyy, hits passed 
peacefully away to the land of spirits, hay- 
ing néarly completed.a circle of four-store 
years. Mr. Brigham we believe was born 
at Northborough, in 1788; 4 pleasant tows 
in Worcester, Co., Massachusetts, He, with 
many others of that town, was attracted to 
Quincy in early life by reason of the set- 
|tlement bere of that beloved pastor of his 
flock, the late Rev. Peter Whitney. Mr. 
Brigham first entered upon the theatre of 
action here as teacher of the public school 
of Quincey ; at that time and for many sub- 
sequent years, it was the only annual 
school in town taught by a male teacher. 
The old school house stood at what is now 
the corner of Washington and Hancock 
streets. He was a successful and popular 
teacher, as many now living who were his 
pupils can testify —and through a long 
life he ever cherished a warm interest in 
the cause of popular education,—serving 
many years as one of the School Com- 
mittee. Over a half century since he be- 
came engaged in mercantile pursuits in our 


village ; and in that capacity he is best} 


known to the citizens of Quincy. He was 
diligent, systematic and punctual in his 
business relations, but it also can be said 
of him, he was an honest man, “ The noblest 
work of God.” For many years hé was 
an efficient Director and afterwards Presi- 
dent of the Quincy Stone Bank, which 
position he filled very satisfactorily. 

Some time sinee by reason of declining 
years and the infirmities incident thereto, 
he retired from the more active duties of 
life. Ie took adeep interest in those mat- 
ters connected with the town of his early 
adoption and Jong residence. He was, on 
almost all occasions, present, at the public 
meetings of the town of Quincy. The 
records will show, the extent of his gratu- 
itous labors by the well written reports 
from his pen on town business.

SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. —Dorchester. 


The Soldiers’ Monument of Dorchester, 
was dedicated on Tuesday with formal 
and interesting ceremonies. Although 
the weather was far from pleasant, there 
was quite a large attendance. 

The lot on which the monument stands 
is beautifully situated in a grove of fine 
elms and is directly in front of the church 
on Meeting House Hill.

KILLING AND DRESSING POULTRY. | 

Almost every locality has its own sys- 
tem, but I may advert to a few facts on | 
this subject: poultry, when bled to} 
death, is much whiter in the flesh. I) 
should advise the following plan as the) 
very best, causing instant death without | 
causing pain or disfigurement :— 

Open the beak of the at, then with 
a pointed and narrow knife, make an in- | 
cision at the back of the ried which will | 
divide the vetabre and cause immediate | 
death :.after which hang the fowl up by 
the legs until the bleeding ceases ; then | 
rinse the beak out with vinegar and wa-| 
ter. Fowls killed in this manner keep! 
a and do not present the unsightly 
external marks as those killed by the or- 

nary system of wringing the neck.— 
v hen the entrails are drawn immediate- 
ly after death, and the fowl stuffed, as | 
they dow France with paper shavings or 
fibres to preserve their | 
keep much longer fresh. 
Some breeders cram their poultry before 
killing, to them appear heavy ;} 
this is a most injadicious plan, as the un-| 
digested food soon enters into, fermenta- 
tion, and putrefaction takes place, as is 
evidenced by the quantity of greenish, pu- 
trid-looking fowls that are seen in the 
markets.

KEYES’ EARLY PROLIFIC TOMATO. 

This tomato was advertised as being 
thirty days earlier than any other varie-| 
ty—a claim so extravagant that we have 
watched it in widely different localities 
with much interest. HH. J. Rudissell, of 
Fort Wayne, (Ind.,) grew them in his 
market garden, side by side with the 
Early York, of Henderson, and the Ev- 
reka, and they ripened at the same time 
with these varieties. The plants were all 
forced in the usual manner, and the first 
specimens were picked July 17th, On 
the other hand, Chas. Downing, as well as 
cultivators near New York, finds it to be | 
at least ten days earlier than any other 
variety. Even this is a great advance, 
and had it been put out as being ten days 
earlier than others, instead of thirty, the 
public would have accepted it as a proba- 
ble statement, and have been more dis- 
posed to try it.— American Agriculturist.

experiments to test the use of salt in fat- 
tening swine. He selected two pairs of 
barrow hog:, weighing 200 pounds apiece 
One pair received, with their daily al- 
lowance of food, two ounces of salt ; the 
other pair, similarly fea, none. In the 
course of a week it was easily seen that 
the salted pair had amuch stronger ap- 
petite than the others and after a fort-)| 
night it was increased to two ounces| 
apiece. After four months the weight of 
the salted hogs was 350 pounds each, while 
that of the unsalted, five weeks Iater,! 
reached only 300 pounds. The experi- 
ment was repeated with almost precisely 
the same results. The author feeds young 


pigs according to their age, a quarter o! 
an ounce daily.
